CASUALTIES OF THE PAST YEAR.

We find in our exchanges tabularstatements
of the crimes and casualties in the United
States, during the year which has just closed.
The total amount of property destroyved by
firc is estimated, in round numbers, at twenty-
five millions of dollars. The number of per-
sons whose lives have been sacrificed by burn-

ing buildings, is put down at one hundred and
seventy onc. There have been one hundred
and ninety-three railroad accidents, killing
one hundred and eighty-six persons, and woun-
ding five hundred and eighty nine. There
have also been forty-eight steamboat aceidents,
killing five hundred and eighiy-seven persons,
and wounding twe hmnudred and twenty five.—
Daring the year six hundred and eighty-two
murders were committed, and eighty four per-
sons were executed. In the State of New
York alone there were seventy-four murders
and seven executions, and in California sixty-
four murders and fifteen executions,
